THE SCHOOL YEAR 


A notable year of school in Ossipee has just closed. The 
standard of school life has been raised, both in the quality 
of teaching and school administration. 


We have on the whole an efficient corp of teachers 
‘who compare favorably, even with the best. It has been the 
purpose of the School Board to co-operate heartily with the 
teachers in plans for improvement and progress in the 
schools. We have endeavored by providing ample equip- 
ment to aid them to reach a high degree of excellence. 


As a means of stimulating the pupils, and enabling the 
parents to see what their children are doing, we have 
introduced the plan of having ‘‘ Graduating Exercises,’’and 
presenting diplomas to those who kave creditably completed: 
the course prescribed for Grammar Grades. 

On account of our short school year our pupils have been 
handicapped in eccmpeting with other pupils from towns 
where they have a longer school year, 86 to 40 weeks. 
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We most ernestly reccommend that steps be taken by our 
School District to lengthen the school year. This means 
ample appropriation. 


The school inthe Brown District has been discontinued, 
as there were too few pupils to warrant maintaining a school. 


We are able to keep the expense of transportation low by 
holding strenuously to the principle that parents who live a 
long distance away must be willing to do their part in getting 
their children to and from school,— at least we feel they 
must be willing to bear one half the expense. Leniency has 
been shown frail children, none have suffered. 


SCHOOL HOUSE REPAIRS. 


Some necessary repairs have been made during the year. 
A much needed chimney at Center Ossipee .and interior 
_work, painting etc. Shingling at West Ossipee, the Mountain 
and Chickville. The coming year quite a good deal of 
repair work will have to be done. 


Believing the children in the smaller districts should have 
as good instruction as those living in the larger centers, it 
has been the aim of the School Board to secure as competent 
‘teachers in these places as elsewhere, regardless of expense. 
The Board believes the people of Ossipee feel that their 
children deserve the best.
